'Copy of a Report from the Commiflioners of Excife to His Grace the 
Lord Lieutenant.. 

Excife Office, Dublin, 8th January 1808. 

May it pleafe Your Grace, 

W E beg leave to acquaint Your Grace, that feeling the very great importance 
the office of Infpectors General of Excife are to the due collection of the 
Revenues of Excife, and how effential it is that thefe offices fliould be filled by 
able and intelligent men, we deem it our duty to ftate to Your Grace, that Mr. 
Andrew Graham and Mr. Robert Pigott, Infpe&ors General of Excife, do not 
poflefs thofe qualifications, which perpetual experience has proved to 11s to be 
highly requiflte for thefe arduous Rations. 

We acknowledge, however, that in one refpeCt thefe Gentlemen are fuch as we 
•could defii-e, we mean, they are upright honeft men, and perhaps heretofore might 
have poffeffed in fome degree thofe qualities requiflte for their prefen t offices; 
but we beg leave to obferve to your Grace, that Mr. Graham has ferved upwards 
of thirty-one years, and Mr. Pigott upwards of twenty-fix years, that their ad- 
vancing time of life renders them each day more unfit for their prefent fituations. 
We, therefore, being fenfible that the appointment of Infpeaors General are of the 
fir ft confequence to the Revenues of Excife, feci ourfclves bound to recommend 
to Your Grace, to permit Mefl’rs. Graham and Pigott, Infpeaors General, to retire 
from the fervice. 

At the fame time, when we cotifider the invariable integrity of ebaraaer which 
thefe Officers poflefs, and their length of fervice, we could not do juftice to them 
nor to our own feelings, if we did not recommend that, their retirement fliould be 
upon fuch liberal terms as fliould appear coiiflftent with a juft regard to public 
economy. And therefore wc take the liberty to lugged. to \our Grace, the grant- 
ing to thefe Officers each an annual income of j£. 200. being equal to tne I alary 
enjoyed by a Surveyor of Excifc upon the fii ft clafs, to be charged to Account 
of Incidents. 

Upon contemplating the event of Meflrs . Graham and Pigott s retirement, we, 
from amongft the Officers whole abilities are confpicuous, have 1 clewed Mr. 
Daniel W. Logie, and Mr. John M'Collom, Surveyor of Excife, whom ave would 
take the liberty of recommending to Your Grace as fucceflors to the before- 
mentioned Gentlemen.

Copy of a Letter from the Right honourable Sir Arthur Wellefley, k.b. 
to the Commiffioners of Excife. 

My Lord and Gentlemen, Dublin Caftle, 1 6th J anuary 1 8o8. 

The Lord Lieutenant having taken into cojifideration your letter of the 8th 
rnflant recommending that Mr. Graham and Mr. Pigott, two Infpeftors General 
•of Excife, ihould be fuperannuated on £,zoo. a year each, has commanded me 
to acquaint you, that His Grace, for reafons given in your letter, agrees to the 
fuperannuation of thofe two Officers ; but is of opinion, that, in conformity to 
the regulations eftablifhed by His Grace on the late augmentation of the falanes of 
Excife Officers, the allowance to be made to an Infpeftor General, on his fuper- 
annuation, cannot in any cafe exceed the fal ary annexed to that office prior to 
that arrangement; His Grace will therefore fign the proper Warrant for allowing 
Meffrs Graham and Pigott one hundred and fifty pounds a year each upon their 
retiring, being the falary annexed to their offices prior to the. faid arrangement. 

And*I am further commanded to acquaint you, that His Grace will fix upon 
proper perfons to be appointed Infpe&ors General in the room of Mr. Graham 
and Mr. Pigott.

Upon confideratiori of a reprefentation of the Commiffioners of Excife, dated 
the 8th of January 1808:— We do hereby approve of the faid Commiffioners 
fuperannuating Mr. Andrew Graham and Mr. Robert Pigott, Infpectors Genera 
of Excife, upon an allowance of one hundred and fifty pounds a year each, 
being the amount of the falary paid to each of them prior to the increaie 0 
falary lately made to Officers of that defeription ; and for fo doing this mail be 
a Warrant.

Copy of a MEMORIAL of Robert Pigott, Efq. 

"To the Right honourable Sir Arthur Wellefley, k.b. Principal Secretaty 
of Ireland. 

The MEMORIAL of Robert Pigott, lately one of the Infpe6tors General 
of Excife, 

Humbly Sheweth, 

That your Memorialifl; is the grandfon of a General Officer, who was hilled 
in the Weft Indies in the reign of King George the Second, and whole two fons. 
Lieutenant Colonel Robert Pigott and Captain Henry Pigott, were killed in 
America in the war of 17595 and your Memorialift’s only furviving uncle, 
Captain John Pigott, after many years foreign fervice, returned to Ireland in the 
year 1761, with his brother-in-law the Earl of Halifax, then Lord Lieutenant, 
and. died when your Memorialift v'as an infant. 

That thefe, and the misfortunes of your Memorialift’s father, reduced him to the 
neeeffity of accepting the employment of a Gauger, obtained for him by the late 
Lord Tradton, who was clofely conne&ed with Memorialift. 

That your Memorialift’s faithful fervices railed him to the rank of Infpe&or 
General of Excife, about three years ago, in which ftation, as the reward of his 
long and faithful fervices, he did enjoy a falary of £. 300 a year. 

That the Commiffidners of Excife have been pleafed, without the knowledge 
or confent of your Memorialift, to advife Government that he fiiould be fuperan- 
nuated at half his falary, though Memorialift, in perfect health and ftrength, is as 
able and as willing to perform his duty as at any former period of his life, and 
never was employed under the prefent Board of Excife except once. 

That it has always been underftood, that when an Officer, after along and faith- 
ful fervice was to be fuperannuated for the public convenience, that he fhould 
retire with his full falary; which in the prefent cafe £. 300, your Memorialift 
humbly hopes you will not think too much for the maintenance of Memorialift 
and fix children. 

That your Memorialift’s character, in every rank he ferved in, has been uni- 
formly that of integrity and good official condu6t, and no charge ever brought 
againft him. And his fufferings for his ftri£t loyalty, in the Rebellion of 1798 in 
Wexford, have been afflicting and fevere ; they have been Hated by Sir Richard 
Mufgrave, Mr. Taylor, and other writers of that period. 

That Memorialift humbly begs leave to refer you for the truth of what he has 
ftated to the Earl of Donoughmore, late fir ft Commiffioner, whofe favour and 
protection he has long had the honour to enjoy ; and who, had he remained in 
•office, would never have confented to have a faithful Officer fo fevcrely treated. 

Memorialift, therefore, moft humbly prays you. Sir, to take his cafe into your 
humane and juft confideration ; and as he was bred up in the fervice of the 
Revenue, and knows no other profeffion or bufinefs to fupport his large family, 
that you will be pleafed to recommend him to an employment equal in value to 
that he held ; or for full compenfation of his falary of £. 300 a year, and thereby 
lave him from poverty and diftrefs.
